It Makes a Difference 


On a clear day and a straight road a 
mile and a half west of Calgary two motor 
cars came into head-on collision Sunday 
with such force that the eight occupants 
had to be taken to hospital, two of them 
injured critically. 

The skill with which dozens of automo- 
biles are worked safely through crowded 
intersections of city streets every day is 
something to marvel at. Almost equal 
cause for wonder is that nearly every day 
a couple of lone drivers somewhere on a 
country road manage to run into each 
other. 

The explanation in the former case is 
that at a crowded corner every person— 
who is not drunk or a lunatic—exercises 
caution, : 

Good News 

Ordinarily no one gets a “thrill” from 
reading that Canada’s exports are increas- 
ing, or that revenue is pouring into the 
national treasury in greater volume. ‘ By 
a process of reasoning the reader of course 
understands that these trends are in the 
right direction and making for better 
times. But they seem too remote in time 
and effect to get excited about. 

At present, however, the news that our 
exports are larger than a year ago, and 
the national revenue showing a heavy 
gain, is news in which anyone can get in- 
terested without much effort. The gain 
in export trade means that thousands of 
Canadians are busier than they were, mak- 
ing more money, buying more goods from 
other people, and paying more war taxes. 
That the revenue is flowing in more freely 
means there will be less borrowing to do, 
and less debt to pay when the war costs 
are translated into future taxes. 

We are “paying as we go” to a greater 
degree than would have been possible on 
the volume of business we were doing at 
this time last year. Herr Hitler would be 
in a happier frame of mind if that were 
true of Germany. 


Tolerated, But Unweicome 


The Council of the League of Nations 
met at Geneva to find itself confronted 
by a demand from South American repub- 
lics that Russia be expelled from the 
League. But a member can be ousted only 
by unanimous vote of the others. China, 
indebted to Russia for munitions and hop- 
ing to get more, was expected to register a 
dissenting vote and thus block the ouster 
proceedings. Britain and France were 
also expected to counsel a more moderate 
course, foreseeing that outright dismissal 
might drive Russia into a closer alliance 
with Germany. 

Should the Soviet Union not be drum- 
med out it will therefore owe escape from 
that humiliation to reasons of expediency 
not esteem of its fellow-members. That it 
deserves to be formally branded as an ag- 
gressor and struck from the League roster 
has not been argued even at Berlin. This 
would undoubtedly be the course of action 
but for the possibility that Russian sup- 
plies might be cut off from C1! 
the Fuehrer’s passive ally turn for ven- 
geance sake into an active one, 

To be allowed to remain for these 
reasons is only one degree less severe a 
condemnation of the attack upon Finland 
than to be kicked out. If Moscow can stay 
on these terms, its self-esteem must have 
sunk as low as its prestige. ; 


The Washington Note 


Secretary of State Cordell Hull, in a 
note to London, formally asserts the right 
of the United States to claim compensa- 
tion for’damages resulting to residents of 
that country from the Allied blockade of 
German exports, Such damages, he sug- 
gests, might be caused if the Allies seized 
goods of German origin which had been 
bought and paid for by citizens of the 
United States before German exports were 
declared liable to seizure. And also if 
United States industries were prevented 
obtaining certain types of precision instru- 
ments which they can get only from Ger- 
many. 

The response, aS a matter of course, is 
that the Allies will make every possible 
effort to avoid interfering in these ways 
with legitimate interests of United States 
citizens, The rule, it may be assumed, 
will apply also to residents of other neu- 
tral countries, The Allies have shown 


en 


every disposition to apply the seizure pol- 
icy in a way to impose the least hardship 
and inconvenience upon neutrals, wherg 
neutrality is not used as a cloak for help- 
ing the enemy. 

There is little in the interchange to 
bring comfort to Berlin; and nothing to 
cause apprehension that the good feeling 
between the United States and the Allies 
will be disturbed. Mr. Hull does not ask 
that the seizure of German exports be 
stopped, but only that it be exercised with 
due regard to non-partisan interests of 
American citizens. Germany will not 
obtain any large amounts of foreign sup- 
plies in payment for goods sold abroad 
before the seizure rue was adopted, and 
for precision instruments the export of 
which cannot be large at any time. There 
is nothing in the note, nor in the response, 
for the Nazis to cheer over. 

There is, however, something in the in- 
cident for them to think about, if they are 
interested in the subject of Germany's re- 
lations with the United States. It is not 
on record that Mr. Hull ever bothered to 
ask Berlin to exercise regard for Ameri- 
can lives and property at sea in the carry- 
ing on of its submarine warfare and the 
planting of magnetic mines. He never gave 
the Nazis the credit of supposing they 
would pay any attention to such a request. 
Knowing they would not, United States 
ships were ordered to stay out of the sea 
areas where the outlaws operate, and 
American citizens told they must travel in 
those waters at their own peril. 

Even Goebbels-should be able to detect 
something not very complimentary to him- 
self and his colleagues in being thus rated 
by a neutral Government as men to whom 
it is not worth while writing notes to ask 
respect for neutral rights and interests. 


Editorial Notes 


The Mexican navy is reported short of 
oil. The explanation offered is that the 
Government wells, confiscated from their 
British and United States owners, are not 
producing. If this is a fact the outlook 
for Raeder’s U-boats and raiders in the 
West Indies and the Pacific is no better 
than Mexico’s prospect of getting paid for 
fuel supplied to them. 


Gandhi, who gave Britain his blessing 
when the war started, has gone intos re- 
verse and now says his Congress party 
will not be a partner in the line-up against 
Hitler. He foresees the Allies will win, 
and it is therefore safe to play neutral. 
The astute Mahatma knows well enough 
that should Hitler win there wouldn’t be 
any Congress party shortly after, and its 
leader would have to do his passive resist- 
ing in an internment camp. 
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The Passing Show

A favorite question among quiz contest 
addicts asks you to identify Reinhold Hanisch. 
In the days when Hitler was living in squalid 
poverty in Vienna, spending his nights in a 
flop-house and dragging out a mean existence 
by the grace of charity, Hanisch .was his buddy. 

A Sudeten German, Hanisch 
NEW LIGHT helped Hitler paint and peddle 
ON HITLER some cheap picture postcards. 

He was the closest friend Hitler 
had in those years of cruel misery except for 
Neumann, a Jew, who gave Hitler the overcoat 
which Adolph long wore. Hanisch says Hitler 
had only one shirt then. In 1936, when he began 
writing a brief documentary monograph about 
his association with Der Fuehrer, he was ar- 
rested on the charge that he had once tricked 
Hitler out of money and spoiled some of his 
pictures. A short time after his arrest, Hanisch 
was reported dead. 


But his memoirs were not found by the 
Gestapo and were smuggled out of Austria at 
great risk, being brought to the United States 
where they were published in leading American 
liberal papers. 

Hitler is not drawn in flattering colors by 
Hanisch. He describes how Hitler's landlady 
“had dispossessed him and he had found him- 
self on the street without shelter.” 

“After Hitler was forced out of his room,” 
Hanisch continues, “he had spent several even- 
ings in a cheap coffee house in the Kaiser- 
strasse, but now he was entirely without money. 
For days he hadn't eaten anything. One night 
in his great distress he begged a drunk gentle- 
man for a few pennies, but the drunk man 
raised his cane and insulted him. Hitler was 
very bitter about this, but I made fun of him, 
saying, ‘Look here, don't you know you should 
never approach a drunk.’ So I tried to console 
him.” 

Hitler, who was so indolent and lazy that 
he failed his art examinations at the age of 
eighteen, cherished delusions about his artistic 
ability. His dreams burst in the Vienna flop- 
house when he found out how hard it was to 
sell his daubs. But when he became German 
dictator, he forgot the examinations he couldn't 
pass, and wasted Ambassador Henderson's time 
by talking about his genius. Hanisch has a few 
blunt, devastating words to say about that 
genius.

Poverty is no disgrace. Hanisch does not 
suggest that because Hitler was poor he had no 
right to become a political success. What he 
does say, though, and what is now beyond dis- 
pute, is that Hitler's threadbare mind is utterly 
unsuited to govern a great nation. Although 
Hitler has been passionately 
interested in politics all his 
life, his knowledge of poli- 
tical theory would shame a 
clever schoolboy. Hitler, according to Hanisch, 
conceived an antipathy to the Roman Catholic 
church because most of the Popes were Italians, 
a slur in his eyes upon the supremacy of the 
German race. Any man who can frame a poli- 
tical program upon his own violent prejudices 
may be a successful agitator: he may even be 
able to rule with an iron hand by the coercion 
of the hated Gestapo: his pretensions to states- 
manship will still be nothing but a stark and 
repellent imposture, 

When Hitler was a child, he refused to sing 
the Austrian anthem and always chanted Ger- 
man patriotic songs instead. To understand Hit- 
ler, one must see hew he has sublim 
his own frustrations and inhibitions. Unmarried 
himself, and an ascetic, he promotes immorality 
in Germany and encourages the breeding of 
large families. Citizen of relatively weak Aus- 
tria, he hungered for the shelter of Germany’s 
mighty arms, Indescribably poor in his youth, 
he seeks compensation now in vast armies and 
the striking power of a powerful nation. A 
frustrated artist, he makes his babbling in- 
coherent autobiography compulsory reading in 
Germany. 

Hitler tries to forget the agonies of the old 
Vienna flop-house by picturing himself now 
as the pivot of the universe. He actually told 
Sir Nevile Henderson that it was better to have 
the war now than to wait until he was “fifty- 
five or sixty.” It has never occurred to him 
that there might be more important considera- 
1an his own personal whims and diseased 
am 1s, A little man armed with absolute 
power—there is Germany's tragedy. 

Would anyone but an unprincipled egois 
have written like this about the opening of the 
world war in 1914? 

“To me these hours came as a redemption 
from the soreness of youth. I am not ashamed 
to say today, that overmastered by a storm of 
enthusiasm, J sank down on my knees, and 
from an overflowing heart thanked Heaven for 
granting me the good fortune to be permitted 
to live at that time.” 

These words, sordid and shameful, were 
written in cold blood by Hitler ten years after 
the war began and are in his “Mein Kampf” 
to this day. What did it matter to him that 
millions died in the war? It had brought him 
“redemption from the soreness of youth” and 
hence was to be blessed.

Eighty years ago today (on December 12, 
1859), Canada finished a big job, one of the 
biggest in the world—the construction of the 
great tubular bridge connecting the Island of 
Montreal with the south shore and giving the 
metropolis direct rail connection with Point 
Levi, opposite Quebec, and with Portland, Maine, 
Robert Stephenson, ihe great English engineer, 
came out personally to supervise the work and 
was present at its commencement on July 20, 
1654. 

It was an immense undertaking, surpassing 
anything of the kind attempted by man. In addi- 
tion to the swift current there was the annual 
peril of destruction by ice each spring; but so 
well was the substructure laid that even today 
much of the original masonry in the piers is as 
solid as when built, The men who cut that stone 
and the men who laid it should be among the 
immortals of British industry, The contractors

Government and Wheat 


The reported desire at Ottawa to maintain 
an open wheat market in Canada, thereby sell- 
ing to the British government its requirements 
on a market basis, may turn out to be a soundly 
practical move for Canada, judging from re- 
ports covering crop conditions in the United 

tates and in Argentina. 

It has been a foregone conclusion in some 
quarters that the Winnipeg grain exchange 
would be closed down as a wartime measure 
and a fixed price arranged under control of the 
wheat board. The government at Ottawa, hav- 
ing had expensive experience with its interfer- 
ence in wheat problems, is naturally not in the 
mood to jump in with both feet and tackle a 
phase of the wheat situation that some feel 
should take care of itself. 

During the last war the Canadian wheat 
board was organized when the price level 
reached a very high mark, and the board's aim 
was to keep prices within reason, in conjunc- 
tion with a world condition. The wartime 
wheat board did not appear in the picture until 
August 22, 1918, when Allied victory appeared 
within grasp. 

During the last war No, 1 Northern, Fort 
William, prices ranged from about the 80-cent 
mark to $1.62 in May of 1915, then after 
fluctuation, dropped to 96 cents in November, 
then soared to the $2.00 mark in November of 
1916, and hit the high of $3.05 per bushel later 
in the war. When the wheat board stepped in 
it set a price of $2.24% cents per bushel for 
No, 1 Northern, Fort William. The present 
wheat price has a fair jump to go before prairie 
farmers can be accused of war-time profiting 
on the basis of what happened during the last 
war.—Regina Leader-Post. 


Pressure on Neutrals 

Ominous warnings to many neutral nations 
are the latest evidence of the spreading in- 
fluence of Europe’s two aggressor powers. The 
two-way blockade of Germany's sea-borne 
trade is a heavy blow to that country, and 
she tells all neutral countries that they should 
not submit to the Allied interference with their 
shipping activities. To Holland, the Nazi gov- 
ernment gives special warning that she can only 
be regarded as maintaining her neutrality if 
she retaliates against Britain by stopping all 
imports to that country. Germany also declares 
that Holland should arm her merchant ships 
and use the convoy system to protect them. 

The Netherlands government has given a 
firm and reasoned reply, and apparently has 
no intention of yielding. To stop all Dutch ex- 
ports to Britain and France would have a very 
damaging effect on Dutch trade and industry. 
To resort to armed protection of their ships 
would lead to highly dangerous complications. 

If the neutrals were pushed too far by the 
belligerents, said a spokesman for the Nether- 
lands government, they would “reply to violence 
with violence, regardless of from which side 
it comes,” And the Netherlands has been ex- 
tremely active in recent months in strengthen- 
ing its defences against attack. 

Will Nazi Germany follow up its warning 
and carry out the plan, which it has had under 
consideration for some time, of marching into 
Holland? It is a momentous question. Such a 
stroke by the Nazi command would bring the 
greatest military operations of the war to date. 
It would lead to a terrific clash of arms be- 
tween the German forces and those of the Allies, 
away from the heavily fortified lines to the 
south. Whether Germany follows up her warn- 
ing, then, will depend on whether she wishes 
to invite such a struggle. Belgium, it is believed, 
would come to the aid of Holland, despite 
intimidation, and the Allied forces would be 
able to advance through Belgium to meet the 
German advance. 

Holland rightly says there is no reason why 
Germany should demand more from her than 
from other neutrals. Why not make the same 
demands of the stronger neutrals, including 
Italy, that they should refuse to export to Brit- 
ain and that they should arm their ships to 
protect their trade against the Allies? More- 
over, it is pointed out that, if Holland resorted 
to armed protection of her shipping, she would 
have to use that protection against German 
submarines and sea-raiders also. That is a good 
answer, and it could also be said that Holland 
is suffering as much from the loss of ships due 
to mines laid by Germany as from the effect 
of Allied restrictions on her trade. What 
prompts the Nazi demands on Holland, of 
course, is that since the blockade of German 
ports, more of Germany's sea-borne trade was 
passing through Holland than through any other 
country, Holland having a large merchant 
marine.—Winnipeg Free Press.

The smaller gallstones resembles 
pebbles and anywhere from 1 to 20, 
or even more, may be present in 
the gall bladder at one time. They 
are not unusual after the age of 25, 
but are most common after 50. Three 
times as many women as men are 
afflicted with them. 

One large stone may not cause as 
much distress as several smal] ones. 
The reason for this is that the large 
stone stays in the gall bladder and 
is kept from injuring that organ by 
the bile which floats it. The smaller 
stones may irritate the gall bladder 
by rubbing against its walls, and 
may cause distress when they try to 
make their way out of tne gall 
bladder itself by passing through the 
small tubes or ducts which lead to 
the small intestine. 

This attempted passage of a gall- 
stone produces what is known as 
galistone colic, which is accom- 
panied by severe pain. The colic 
does not always occur, but when it 
does is likely to produce an almost 
unbearable pain, 

The pain is due to the crowding of 
the stone through the very narrow 
duct. It may be accompanied by 
such symptoms as sweating, pallor, 
nausea and vomiting. The pain it- 
self may come on fairly suddenly, 
is situated in the upper right hand 
portion of the abdomen, and may 
radiate to the right shoulder and to 
a point below the right shoulder 

lade. The colic may last for a few 
hours to a few days, subsiding when 
the stone returns to the gall bladder 
of successfully escapes through the 
ducts into the small intestine. 

The tube coming down from the 
gall bladder through which bile is 
fed into the small intestine is known 


as the cystic duct. This joins a 
smaller tube coming from the liver 
known as the hepatic duct. After 
the joinage, the two of them make 
up the common duct. 

A number of small stones may 
lodge in this common duct, block- 
ing off the bile which should flow 
down from both the gall bladder 
and the liver. When this happens, 
the patient generally develops jaun- 
dice, as evidenced by yellowing of 
the skin. However, such blocking 
may occur and the stones may stay 
in the common duct for some little 
time, even without any obvious 
signs of jaundice. 

In the periods between attacks of 
gallstone colic, patients may suf- 
fer from considerable digestive dis- 
comfort and generally believe that 
they have some form of stomach 
trouble. In all patients past middle 
age, and particularly in feminine 
patients who are overweight, a his- 
tory of continued “stomach trouble” 
is strongly indicative of a possible 
gall bladder involvement. 

I strongly advise that such pa- 
tients go to their physicians and re- 
quest an X-ray examination.

Chewing Gum Reduces Tension

It has been suggested repeatedly 
that one of the chief benefits of 
smoking and chewing gum is their 
value as oulets for increased ten- 
sion. It has been said that most 
habitual movements of the body 
represent release of such inner ten- 
sion, 

Fidgeting. wriggling amd gum- 
chewing are examples of move- 
ments which may be beneficial to 
the human body because they re- 
lease excess pressure, 

Recently psychologists at Col- 
umbia University made a study of 
20 people over a period of 20 days 
to find out just how much chewing 
served as a means of relaxation. 
Each of the persons concerned was 
studied first while not chewing; 
second while chewing ordinary 
chewing gum, ahd third, while 
allowing a flavored candy wafer to 
melt in the mouth, 

It was necessary first of all to 
find some measurement of tension 
or strain, This was done by watch- 
ing each one of the persons con- 
cerned throughout a working day 
and recording restless movements, 


decrease of restless movements was 
| decreased about 10 per cent during 
| chewing, 

Studies were also made to deter- 
| mine whether indulgence in such a 
| habit had any relations to fatigue. 
| Fatigue produces increased psy- 
| chologic tension. When people are 
j tired from overwork and over- 
| Strain, the use of tea and coffee 
| Seems to increase tension. On the 
| other hand, it was found in these 
studies, chewing tended to decrease 
tension, The amount of muscular 
effort involved is hardly sufficient 
|to increase fatigue. 
| A study was also made to find out 
|whether chewing during work 
| would interfere in any way with 
| the work output because of this 
| decrease of tensfon. It was found 
| that with the possible exception of 
| work in which a wholly new per- 
formance is being learned, chewing 
while working does not interfere 
with the output. Indeed, in some
